If you do not have easy access to the internet, you may register for telephone 
notification of the inmate’s release by calling 1-888-VINE-4-NY (1-888-846-3469) 
which is a toll-free call. The confidential VINE (Victim Information and Notification 
Everyday) service will notify you on the day of the inmate’s release that the release 
has occurred.
